We are also proud of our young participants who elect their own Executive Committee and take responsibility for the sum- 
mer productions by organizing and developing fundraisers such as our “Cabarets,” fashion shows, car washes, and 
canister drives. They experience firsthand, not only all the complexities of mounting first-rate theatrical productions, but 
what it takes to achieve their goals. All the participants experience true self-esteem derived from the satisfaction of 
having accomplished such enormous tasks. 


We would like to thank all of WYACT's families and friends who help make WYACT's productions possible. We continue to 
apply for grants and gratefully welcome donations, and would heartily like to thank the Westfield Foundation, the Union 
County Board of Chosen Freeholders, the State Council On The Arts and the Union County Division of Cultural Affairs for 
their constant belief in our vision. We especially would like to thank Frances Drew, Executive Director and Jack Drew, 
President of AAT, Tor their support and belief in WYACT's talents. We are honored and delighted ta be invited ta AAT to bring 
a youth theatre company: youth cast, youth orchestra, and youth "tech" apprentices in a production of “South Pacific" to 
AAT, as weil to present "Dames At Sea" on the Algonquin Arts Stage. 


Before they enter my musical theatre classes, so many of my students have never heard of Rodgers and Hammerstein, 
and, those who have, connect the writing team with shows that have milk toast, goody-two-shoes plots. The truth is: the 
team wrote “musical plays" with very intense themes: "Carousel," for example, is about domestic violence and the strength 
of women to overcome adversity; "Okahoma!" is about exuberant Americans hoping their territory will become a state; 
“The Sound of Music" demonstrates the Austrian's reactions to Nazis coming into power; and of course," South Pacific” is 
about racial prejudice. 


"South Pacific is a classic Rodgers and Hammerstein musical based on James A. Michener's Pulitzer Prizewinning novel, 
Tales Of The South Pacific. tt opened at the Majestic Theatre in New York on April 7, 1949. The major plot involves 
the iove affair between Nellie Forbush, a young, optimistic, charming nurse from Little Rock, and the sophisticated, mid- 
dte-aged planter Emile De Becque. The second plot revolves around the love between Lt. Joe Cable and the Tonkinese beau- 
ty, Liat. Liat's Mather, 8loody Mary, would like to see them many. The common denominator between Nellie and Joe: nei- 
ther will marry their true toves because of racial prejudice. Joe sings: "You've Got To Be Taught to be afraid of peaple whose 
eyes are ugly made, and people whose skin is a different shade. You've Got To Be Carefully Taught." 


“Dames At Sea" is an all-singing, all-dancing, high-camp, hilarious tap extravaganza with a cast of six, based on the 
nostalgia of 1930s Hollywood musicals. tt spoofs films such as “42nd Street," "Golddiggers of 1933," and "Dames." Today, 
in a time of such uncertainty and stress, it is meaningful and necessary to take time to laugh, and also to revisit impor- 
tant works such as "South Pacific," a play which forces us to question yet again: Why can't human beings accept each 
other, and not judge by appearances? Considering recent events in the world today, don't we need bath?
